Mr. Bruce H. Mitchell, Chairman of the Search and 
Selection Committee of the Board of Governors of 
Ridley College announced on Thursday March 9th, 
that Mr. Douglas J. C. Campbell, 41, of Shawnigan 
Lake, B.C. will be Ridley's 7th Headmaster. The 
Committee was struck after Mr. H. Jeremy Packard 
announced early in the fall that this would be his 
last year at Ridley. The Search and Selection Com- 
mittee retained the services of George Enns Partners 
Inc., an executive placement firm, with the direct as- 
sistance of Dr. Janet Wright. 


Mr. Campbell is the present headmaster of the 
Shawnigan Lake School which is located on 
Shawnigan Lake on Vancouver Island, 40 minutes 
north of Victoria. Mr. Campbell has held the 
positions of Director of Admissions and Development 
at Bishop's College School in Lennoxville, PQ; 
Headmaster of Rosseau Lake College in Muskoka, 
ON; Director of Student Services at Lakeland College 
in Vermilion, AB; and he has been the headmaster at 
Shawnigan since 1984. These credentials are examples 
of the broad experience that Mr. Campbell will bring 
to Ridley. 


Mr. Campbell was born and raised in Thetford Mines in 
the Eastern Townships of Quebec. He was educated in 
the public school system and graduated from high 
school, an honours student, at the age of sixteen. He 
earned an undergraduate degree from Bishop's Univer- 
sity at the age of 20 with a B.Sc. in Biology and Chem- 
istry. While at university, he played goal for the var- 
sity hockey team. 


Upon completion of university, Mr. Campbell accepted 
a job from F. Stuart Large (Ex-staff), then Headmaster 
of B.C.S. in Lennoxville, PQ , and spent the next 10 
years there. He held the posts of Senior Science Mas- 
ter and Head of the Biology Division while at B.C.S. 
After three years of teaching, he enrolled at Bishop's 
University in the Graduate Program in Education, a 
program which he completed while teaching full- 
time. 


At the age of twenty-five, Mr. Campbell was made a 
Housemaster at B.C.S. He has always maintained 
that the role of Housemaster is a key one in any resi- 
dential school. Ridley is indeed fortunate to have 
Douglas Campbell as its next headmaster.

This spring, along with the 
mundane realities of prefect selec- 
tion, cadet drill, and the gradual 
buildup of orange and black 
spring sports frenzy to the Cana- 
dian Secondary School Rowing 
Championships (June 3-4), we 
have some very special events to 
look forward to. The first of 
these is our first Church Parade 
without a service at St. Thomas' 
(due to seating renovations there) 
on Sunday, May 7. The Parade 
will consist of a march through 
downtown St. Catharines, with a 
brief service at the Cenotaph, con- 
cluding with the entire comple- 
ment of No. 162 -- Canada's larg- 
est cadet corps -- falling in in 
front of the Second Century 
Building for its formal dedication 
with Kitty Miller, daughter of the 
first headmaster, unveiling the 
plaque.

Promi- 
nent among the special events is a 
dinner Friday evening honouring 
Maurice Cooke who is retiring 
in June after 30 years as house- 
master of School House. 


The final special event of this 
spring will be the Gala Theatre 
night described later in this Cub. 
We hope that all alumni and 
parents will feel welcome at any 








of these centennial celebrations! If 
you cannot make any of them, 
you are also welcome at 
Confirmation, Archbishop 
John Bothwell presiding, Sunday, 
April 16 at 7:00 p.m.; the 2nd 
Century Invitational Mile 
Run (as spectators!) at 11:15 
a.m., Saturday, April 15; or come 
and enjoy (or judge) at the finals 
of the independent school 
Fulford Debate Tournament 
on Saturday, April 29; or hear 
local talent at the Amnesty Inter- 
national benefit concert, Saturday, 
May 6. Or, finally, witness a 
very different sort of event, the 
dedication of a new stained glass 
window in the north aisle of the 
Memorial Chapel, given by his 
family in memory of Stephen R. 
Court, who would have graduated 
from Ridley with the class of 
1989 had he not been killed in a 
tragic accident in 1985. The 
Court Memorial Window, which 
is being created by McCausland 
Limited of Toronto, will be the 
first stained glass in the north 
aisle, and with its representation 
of The Mother of Christ and St. 
Cecilia, patroness of music, will 
introduce female representational 
forms to the motif of the Memorial 
Chapel for the first time.

(April 13), Boston (April 14),

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4th Dimension Evaluation Committee Report 





The Committee met on 5 occasions to consider the 
Headmaster's charge. Since the 4th Dimension program 
affects all parts of the Ridley community (students, 
parents, faculty and administration), efforts were made 
to ensure that all interested parties had an opportunity 
to express their opinions and concerns. Parental response 
was plentiful and of particular interest to the 
committee. 


The following is a brief outline of some of the major 
recommendations that reflect the interest and concerns 
of faculty, parents, administrators and students. The 
headmaster has given his approval of the the recom- 
mendations. "The Ridley community endorses the idea 
of having a 4th Dimension program, believes that the 
program has been successful and feels that the program 
should be continued, but suggests that the program could 
be enhanced by making some changes." 


e 4th Dimension should be scheduled in the middle of 
November, 4 1/2 days prior to the mid-term break. 

e In order to accommodate trips with special travel 
arrangements or to take advantage of reduced rates, 
trips may begin Saturday afternoon or evening after 
all academic, athletic and extra-curricular commit- 
ments have been honoured. 

¢ Some extended trips enjoy great support from 

all parties involved and serve a well defined 
educational purpose even though the criteria for 
inclusion in the 4th Dimension cannot be met. 
These trips should be encouraged and scheduled 
during holiday breaks. 

e Trips should be designed to enhance in all or part 
the three domains of knowledge, the development 
of a variety of skills and a chance to learn and 
grow as an individual and as a member of our corpo- 
rate society. 

e Athletic-related trips must be: a) related to fall 
term sports; b) entirely voluntary with team mem- 
bership not related to going on tour; c) limited in 
numbers to maximum of 20; d) otherwise answer the 
4th Dimension guidelines. 

e Small group trips are preferable to large group trips 
unless some compelling reason can be presented (ie. 
grade unification). 

e The committee recognizes the value of the Univer- 
sity Exploration program and would suggest that it 
might be enhanced by the following: a) ensuring 
that parents are informed about the purpose and 
planning process underlying the university tours; b) 
prepare students for the tours through workshops 
designed to explain the process, the importance of, 
and the ways of benefitting from the tours; c) pre- 








pare advisors for the tours through workshops 
explaining the role of the advisor and how best to 
help students to benefit from university explo- 
rations; d) providing a follow-up process so that 
parents, faculty and advisors feel reasonably 
confident that the objectives of the program have 
been achieved. 

e Parents must be informed about the budgeted cost of 
4th Dimension activities prior to the implementa- 
tion of the program in any given year. 

e All trip leaders must organize and run activities at 
a reasonable cost consistent with curriculum aims 
and objectives that form the basis of the 4th 
Dimension program. 

e Alternatives to away trips should be offered in the 
form of campus-based activities, when practicable. 

e Frugality is encouraged. 

e Parents will receive in late September, a list of all 
available activities and their approximate cost. 


These recommendations are a selection from _ the 


committee's report and indicate areas where parents 
had concerns and suggestions.
